Cleaver, who started his success 


story with an interest in steam 
power, is currently manufacturing 
boilers, industrial oil and gas burn- 
ers, bituminous heaters and com- 
pression evaporators (water puri- 
fiers). 


But in America's Horatio Alger 


tradition, Cleaver didn't start as 
the president of a multi-million 
dollar firm. 


He began on a farm owned by 


his parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. B. 
Cleaver, near Oregon. His fath- 
er died when he was a boy. 
He has a sister and two brothers. 


One brother is still on the family 
farm near Oregon. The other is 
a Chicago lawyer. 


His sister is Mrs. Gordon Over- 


street, proprietor of a Dixon jew- 
elry store. She said recently that 
Cleaver was ingenious enough to 
make something easier of some- 
thing difficult.

Cleaver had no formal training 


to prepare him for success in pres- 
ent endeavors. 
He was schooled 


in a country grade school near 
Oregon and went to ,the Oregon 
High school. 


Although he attended the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, he didn't finish. 


He had a knack for inventing and 


more than 20 years ago he got his 
first big break when he came up 
with a booster to remove tar from 
train car tanks. 


Until ho brought forth that in- 


vention, it took a day to heat the 
tar ior removal. Cleaver's idea 
cut the time down to a few hours.

He worked in Etnyre manufac- 


turing company in Oregon during 
labor on his initial invention that 
later, brought him recognition by 
Ray E. Brooks, Milwaukee. 


Brooks offered to back him on 


his experiments in ,the field of 
boiler making and steam heating. 
It was around this time that he 
married the former Harriet Good- 
win. daughter of Mrs. Kathleen 
T>.

Europe Army 
Pact Agreed 
Upon, Report 


France, Germany in 
Compromise at EDC 
Ministers' Meeting 


ROME—(JP)—The six for- 


eign ministers of the Euro- 
pean army plan nations today 
reached a compromise deci- 
sion reportedly settling bitter 
differences between France 
and West Germany over the 
European defense community 
treaty. 


The reported agreement came as 


the leaders of France. West Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg held final 
sessions of a two-day conference 
aimed at cutting out some of the 
hurdles on the road to West Euro- 
pean economic, political and mili- 
tary union. 


A spokesman for the Italian For- 


eign Ministry said French Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault. at this 
morning's session, had met the ob- 
jections of West German Chancel- 
or Konrad Adenauer with a re- 
drafting of the conditions France 
wants to attach to the already- 
signed but not ratified treaty to 
establish the one-uniform, W e s t 
European Army.

Russia is "actively assisting the 
aggressors in Korea on a scale 
which makes possible the continu- 
ance of that aggression and de- 
termines its scope."

up' this charge which he said the 
world must face and challenged 
the Soviet Union to disprove them. 


Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 


Vishinsky immediately took the 
loor to respond angrily: 
"I take up the challenge which

The major components of the 


Skysweeper include radar, com- 
puter and power units, produced 
by AC Spark Plug division. The 
weapon is described as designed 
to spot and track with radar, and 
aim and fire automatically at any 
enemy aircraft flying near-sonic 
speeds at low and medium alti- 
tudes. It can also be used against 
moving ground targets such as 
tanks. 


The Skysweeper finds and tracks 


approaching aircrnft as far away 
as 15 miles. It fires on and de- 
feats air targets as far away as 
four miles. It operates day or night 
regardless of weather conditions, 


even when aircraft are invisible 
in a blanketing fog. 


The Skysweeper guns and car- 


riage were designed and developed 
by Army Ordnance. 


Weighs 10 Tons 


With its fire control system the 


Skysweeper weighs 10 tons, is 25 
feet long, eight feet wide and seven 
feet high. While it is air transport- 
able, it is essentially for ground 
use. High explosive shells weigh- 
ins: 12 Vi pounds are 
fired auto- 


matically at a rate of 45 rounds 
a minute. 


Lieut. General Willison B. Pal- 


mer, assistant chief of staff of 
Army Ordnance, among those at- 
tending the initial delivery cere- 
monies, described the Skysweeper 
as "undoubtedly the finest weapon 
of its type in the world." 


"It will make our anti-ftircrnft 


defenses several times more effect- 
ive," he said.

Sheriff John Stouffer said. 


Clifton told Stouffer that he lived 


in Dixon years ago and remember- 
ed pulling people out of the river 
when the old bridge collapsed. 


He noticed that Lee county had 


a new courthouse since he was last 
here, Stouffer said. 


They were brought to Dixon last 


night and lodged in the Blackhawk 
hotel for one night, being able to 
afford the rooms with the last of 
their money. When time at the 
hotel expires today at 2 p.m., 
they'll be unable to afford to pay 
for additional lodging.

ceiling prices be posted in stores. 


Aside from a very few selected 


Items, such as rice, controls now 
have been taken off practically all 
foods. 


In the major metals field, OPS 


s retaining curbs only on prices 
of steel and nickel. 


The removal of ceilings from 


cigarets also applies to other to- 
jacco products. Cigars, however, 
lave been free of curbs for some 
.ime. 


Today's action was the 
fourth 


removal of price curbs since Pres- 
ident Eisenhower called for end- 
ing controls in an orderly manner 
before April 30, the date on which 
.hey will expire automatically.

In his second news conferencs 


since taking office, the President 
also said: 


1. This country would be put In 


a very difficult position if it tried 
to repudiate all international se- 
cret 
agreements 
made 
during: 


World War II. 


But he said in effect that he is 


open to suggestions for improve- 
ment of the secret agreements 
resolution he sent to Congress. 


Meet Joe Half-Way 


2. He would meet with Premier 


Stalin or anyone else if he thought 
such a conference might lead to 
a lasting peace. 
The President 


said that, geographically speak- 
ing, he would be willing to meet 
at some half-way point rather 
than go to Russia. 


Eisenhower stressed that any 


agreements resulting from such a 
conference would have to be iron- 
clad and what he described as 
self-enforcing. 


And he said any such confer- 


ence would have to be with the 
full knowledge of U. S. Allies. 


3. He personally 
docs not be- 


lieve Communists should be per- 
mitted to teach in the 
nation's 


schools. The President commented 
that Communists are capable of 
pi-everting even non-controversial 
subjects such as arithmetic to suit 
their own doctrines. 


4. He is not exactly sure he 


knows just what Sen. 
McCarthy 


(R-WisJ is aiming at in the Inves- 
tigation of the State Department's 
Voice of America program. 
He 


said it is up to Congress to make 
its own rules. These 
comments 


were in response to questions as 
to whether he thought the McCar- 
thy investigation was helping in 
the fight against communism.

Inflation, Ike's Way

WASHINGTON—<*>—Secretary of 


the Treasury Humphrey is keeping 
on his desk a silver dollar, three 
decades old, put there by a visitor 
who advised him to look at it often. 


The visitor's idea was that in re- 


cent decades the dollar had lost al- 
most half of its buying power, and 
that it should be a major objective 
of the new Republican administra- 
tion to prevent further deprecia- 
tion. 


The visitor'* viewpoint has some 


powerful support. President Eisen- 
hower, Secretary Humphrey, Un- 
dersecretary Marion Folsom, Dep- 
uty Secretary W. Randolph Bur- 
gress, and William McChesney 
Martin jr., chairman of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, are all "hard 
money" men. 


Want Sound Dollar 


Eisenhower and his fiscal ad- 


visers agree emphatically that a 
sound dollar is the rock on which 
they should build a "freer econo- 
my." 


"Checking the menace of infla- 


tion," was one of the six immedi- 
ate tasks Eisenhower set the ad- 
ministration in his state of the un- 
ion message. "A balanced budget 
is an essential first measure in 
checking further depreciation of 
the dollar." he added. 


Behind this lies the pervading 


conviction of the new administra- 
tion that crisis has come to stay, 
and that the job at hand is to re- 
convert from inflationary debt re- 
financing, high and extraordnary 
taxes, and direct controls, all leg 
acies of .the limited emergencies of 
World War I, the depression and 
World War II. Indefinite emergen- 
cy, the new economic leaders say, 
must be met with taxes, debt poll 
cies and economic controls which 
can be borne indefinitely without 
killing incentives to production and 
which do not eat away the dollar's 
value. 


Ike's View 


Eisenhower told congress his ad 


ministration would adopt, not a 
hands-off economic policy, but a 
policy of indirect monetary con 
trols. in which the Treasury and 
the federal reserve system would 
work together. Eisenhower has al- 
ready Riven 
death notice to, or 


wiped out most direct controls. 


Federal reserve indirect controls 


consist of adding to or subtracting 
Yom the money supply, thus eas- 
ing or tightening credit. The idea 
Is to tighten up credit in inflation- 
ary times, making it more difficult 
to do business and, therefore, flat- 
tening out booms before they be- 
<-ome bu«t5v 
In slump times, the 


Federal Reserve Board can make 
credit easier and cheaper to get, 
making business easier to transact 
and thus spurring it on. 


Has Not Worked 


This has not worked to perfec- 


tion in past years. Consumer cred- 
it, for instance, has grown enor- 
mously in the past two years while 
the Federal Reserve Board has 
ateadily tightened the money sup- 
ply. But Federal Reserve Chair- 
man Martin is known to believe 
that the trouble was the govern- 
ment's unbalanced budget. So long, 
according to his theory, as govern- 
ment deficits annually increase the 
money supply, through govern- 
ment spending and expansion of 
bank loans on the basis of new 
government securities, monetary 
measures could not control infla- 
tion entirely. 


But. Martin is known to believe, 


his grip on the money supply can 
control all forma of credit, even 
individual, consumer credit, when 
the government has a balanced 
budget.

that the handicap is reduced. It is 
also true that there is an increased 
interest in and awareness of the 
p r o b l e m s which handicapped 
youngsters face and greater efforts 
are being made to help them to 
lead as nearly normal lives as pos- 
sible. ' '

All work and no play is just as 


bad for a handicapped youngster 
as it is for one who is not. This 
important fact has been recognized 
by a number of voluntary organi- 
zations in many different ways. 


One example of this is the in- 


creased emphasis on the provision 
of summer camping experience. 
Camping in the summer has been 
one of the great delights of many 
children for years. Now the camp- 
ing experience (adjusted to the 
particular needs of the youngster) 
can be provided for more and more 
handicapped children. 


These camps are not exclusively 


the 
privilege 
of 
the 
wealthy. 


Through the generosity of many 
public-spirited citizens it is often 
possible to send children who need, 
it to some of these camps under 
scholarships or partial 
scholar- 


ships. 


For example, the National So- 


ciety for Crippled Children and 
Adults (11 South LaSalle street, 
Chicago), in cooperation with the 
American C a m p i n g Association 
(343 South Dearborn street, Chica- 
go), serves as a clearing house for 
the supply of information on camps 
for crippled children which are 
located in many parts of the conti- 
nent. 


Other organizations also have an 


interest in camps tor handicapped 
youngsters. There are a number 
of camps which are designed par- 
ticularly for children with diabetes. 
Youngsters suffering from this con- 
dition can profit greatly from a 
properly conducted camp experi- 
ence.

Rigidity Can Be Ruinous to Canasta 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"We have frequent debates about 


the best way to play .Samba," 
writes a Cincinnati correspondent. 
"As you know, this is the game in 
which you play with three decks 
and are allowed to meld sequences 
that are worth 1,500 points. 


"It seems obvious to some of us 


that the sequence canasta, or 
samba, is the really distinctive 
feature of. the game. If you want 
to go after seven of a kind, which 
is also possible, you might just as 
well stick to ordinary Canasta in- 
stead of playing Samba. 


"Some of the members of our 


club differ with-this opinion. They 
like to play to meld out quickly. 
They make very little attempt to 
meld a samba, but concentrate on 
pure and mixed canastas. of the 
ordinary kind. Sometimes they win, 
and sometimes they lose, but it 
gets the rest of us annoyed in 
either case. 


"We feel that a player should 


play the game that he is supposed 
to be playing. If the name of the 
game happens to be Samba, he 
should go out for sequence melds, 
instead of just trying the hit-and- 
run tactics of making ordinary ca- 
nastas. 


"Please give us your advice on 


this matter." 


I'm afraid that 1 cannot agree 


completely with either side in this 
dispute. Most of the big thrills in 
Samba come from making the se- 
quence melds that count'such big 
scores. It is also, thrilling, however, 
to meld out quickly just before 
your/ opponents are able to com- 
plete' a samba. 


Pel imps I can explain by com- 


paring it to the game of baseball, 


It is very exciting to see a player 
hit a home ,run with the bases 
loaded. It is also exciting to see 
a good pitcher strike out a danger- 
ous batter when the bases are 
loaded. In short, there is such a 
thing as brilliant defensive play 
as well as brilliant offensive play. 
We cannot afford to sniff at either 
one. 


ASamba player who always 


tries to meld sequences will do 
well on many hands but will lose 
a large number of points on other 
hands. Similarly, a player who al- 
ways tries the defensive maneuver 
of melding out quickly will lose 
many high-scoring opportunities. 


The expert does not try to force 


the cards into a prearranged pat- 
tern. He tries to meld out quickly 
when he has a hand suited to that 
purpose, and he goes after se- 
quences when his hand provides 
opportunity for high scoring.

Traits," Extravagantly Generous

I have read that President Eisenhower Intends to leave Mrs. Perle 


Mesta in Luxembourg at least until the coronation, thus permitting her 
to enjoy official status and the prerogatives thereof during the con- 
niptions in London. This would would be very decent of Ike and a 
good decision from the standpoint of our relations with the people 
of Britain. Their silly press, which apes and exaggerates the worst 
faults of ours, will go into frenzies over Perle, 
probably on the supercilious and abusive side, 
but the hostess with the mostes* on the ball will 
leave more laughter and hangover than heartache. 


To my confusion and surprise, I observed when 


I met Mrs. Mesta, a woman of strong character 
whose frivolity nevertheless is genuine, a baffling 
combination of traits- overlaid by extravagant gen- 
erosity. I found myself enfolded in this lavishness 
on my arrival in the city of Luxembourg about eight 
o'clock of a cold, snowy night after an alarming 
drive over slippery roads through a stretch of 
the poorest, meanest country in Northern France. Although I had 
never met her and she had no reason to put herself out for an adverse 
critic of the Truman administration, she had reserved a fine suite 
in a hotel whose name she pronounced "Brassiere" because, she said, 
if you call it the "Brasseur," people think of brassiere, anyway, and 
it comes easier. 


There was a message commanding me to phone her • at once 


which, being done, she said "Come on out here" and sent her car 
down, driven by a chauffeur named Frank who soon found a chance 
to confide that he was terribly homesick and hoped Madam was go- 
ing back to Washington for the Jackson Day dinner. We went to the 
legation and met one of of the most interesting and ingratiating 
women I have ever encountered and her beautiful sister, Mrs. George 
Tyson, and Mr. Tyson, a retired banker from Boston. 


Madam Minister's publicity out 


of Washington had prepared me 
to find a raucous parvenu who 
would spit through her teeth and 
slap her butler on the back. 
In 


five days in Luxembourg-, much 
of the time in the company of 
Perle and the beautiful Marguer- 
ite, I found myself scanning the 
line of Madam's chin and sam- 
pling the challenge of a pair of 
shrewd, knowing eyes. 
We left 


for Frankfurt in our own car in 
another blizzard but before we 
shoved off, Perle had sent Frank 
back to the legation with a big 
box of cold lunch which she had 
sent down earlier, to tell the but- 
ler to do a prettier job on the 
wrapping. 


I then discovered that, except 


for the bar bill, our hotel tab had 
been lifted by Mrs. Mesla and 
nothing I could say would dis- 
suade either her or the hotel man. 


I had been watching the expres- 


sions of the Luxembourgers in 
many public places, at lunch and 
tea, and, though I drew beads on 
many of them when they could 
not have seen what I was up to, 
I saw no cynicism, no sneers, no 
flicker of that contempt which I 
had. been prepared to find in a 
European people for an American 
woman who was undoubtedly a 
spendthrift more spectacular and 
gauche than any phantom of fic- 
tion but with an endearing' qual- 
ity no more easily defined than 
love. 


Professionals of diplomacy and 


jaded journalists of conventional 
taste and manners deplored her 
conduct as being patronizing and 
impolite. 
And there was legiti- 


mate ground for criticism on the 
score of her politicking among the 
American soldiers and air force 
men from Verdun, Metz and there- 
abouts, 
aboard 
many wives and children, every 
two weeks for a series of feasts 
and 
dancing, all at Perle's ex- 


pense. 
The Eisenhowevers had 


flown up for some of these and 
Perle had pictures of Ike in a 
chef's hat and apron making a 
potato salad which is a secret vice 
of his. 


Perle said she had danced with 


many GI's including Negroes, ex- 
plaining that, Although this had 
not been her custom in Oklahoma 
where she spent much of her girl- 
hood, she thought she was repre- 
senting all the people of the Unit- 
ed States in Luxembourg. 
She 


confirmed the incredible quirk in 
"Call Me Madam" whereby the 
arriving Madam Minister misses 
a turn in the road and goes *to 
Brussels by mistake but only to 
the extent that she wound up at 
a Belgian customs gate. She and 
the foreign minister both had seen 
Ethel Merman in "Madam," and 
Perle insisted that she had a good 
time.

the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
which said employers must bar- 
gain with a union representing 
their employes.

on unions. Management had com- 
plained loudly for years it was 
one-sided. 


The conference broke up without 


setting up machinery to settle la- 
bor disputes. Leaders on both sides 
were in complete disagreement on 
major issues.

William Green and Philip Murray, 
weren't very happy with each oth- 
er, either. John L. Lewis, the 
miners' . boss, gave his fellow 
representatives of organized labor 
a lecture.

Von Runste'dt's Life Gives 
Successors a Sound Maxim 


By HAL BOYLB 


NEW YORK -UW 


crusty old Field Marshal Karl Ru 
dolf Gerd von Rundstedt provide 
any future German Army with a 
sound military maxim: 


"A good soldier should 
neve 


take orders from a paperhanger.1 


Obscurely dead now at 77. Von 


Rundstedt must have often mused 
wistfully the last few years how 
much better the world would have 
been if he had'shot Adolf Hitlei 
dead the first time he saw him. 


For it was the sad fate of the 


field marshal, one of the 
grea 


warriors of this warlike century 
to build a fine military machine— 
only to see it gambled away by a 
fanatic playing a 
foolish 
chess 


game of power with millions of 
lives. 


Military Genius 


Von Rundstedt was a Prussian 


military genius whose tragedy wa 
his blind obedience to the ranting 
Nazi party chieftain 
whom 
he 


found personally 
distasteful and 


whose ideals repelled him. 


Three times he quit Hitler's 


command in strong disagreement 
with his policies—in 1938, 1941, in 
1944. 
But he could not bring him- 


self to plot against the wild man 
he felt in his heart was destroying 
Germany. 
Each time he 
came 


back to lead another Hitler lost 
cause. 


By 1938 his military fame was 


secure. 
He had performed bril- 


liantly in World War I. 
helped 


keep the German general 
staff 


alive in the years that 
followed, 


and was an architect of the new 
modernized army Hitler built. 


Opposed War II 


Von Rundstedt opposed entering 


World War II. but put on his uni- 
form again to mastermind 
the 


crushing defeats of 
Poland and 


France. He was against attacking 
Russia, but spearheaded the blitz- 
krieg through the Ukraine. 


Again he retired 
after 
tiffing 


with Hitler, and again came back 
into Hitler's service to build his 
west wall defense line. After the 
Allies 
secured 
the 
Normandy 


beachhead, the canny old field mar- 
shal knew Germany's game was 
up. 


But in the fall of 1944 he an- 


swered his final bugle summons 
from Hitler—to direct the last-gap 
fatal German drive in the Battle 
of the Belgian Bulge. 


"They refused my advice," Von 


Rundstedt afterward said gruffly. 
"Hitler had not troubled to consult 
me about its possibilities. It was 
obvious to me that the available 
forces were far too small for such 
an extremely ambitious plan. . . . 
To force the Allies from Europe 
in a second Dunkcrque . . . But 
I knew by now it was useless to 
protest to Hitler about the possi- 
bility of anything." 


One month of grinding wintry 


I battle later, the German power in 


life 
o f ' the West had been shattered. And 


the war soon was to end, as Von 
Rundstedt had foreseen. 


If he could echo down a bit of 


professional military advice today 
fiom the Valahalla where all good 
Prussians go, it probably would 
be: 


"Never listen to a paperhanger."

"This is a big project," Block 


said. "It is the biggest Inland has 
ever entered into.

Block, who is in charge of raw 


materials for Inland, said test 
drillings to date indicate at least 
fifty million tons of ore are in the 
leased area with greater tonnage 
possible.

99-year Pact 


The agreement between Inland 


and Steep Rock runs for 99 years 
and provides for payment to Steep 
Rock of royalties based on a per- 
centage of the market value of the 
ore shipped by Inland. Block said 
Inland expects to attain a shipping 
volume of three million tons an- 
nually when in full production. 


Under the terms of the lease In- 


land is making a loan to Steep 
Rock of eight million dollars re- 
payable after mining operations 
have commenced. This, Block said, 
affords

additional 


working capital to speed up devel- 
opment of its own new mines. 
Since 1943 Steep Rock has been 
operating in the area,' draining 
part of the lake and diverting the 
course of the Seine River away 
from the lake. 


Caland, Inland's subsidiary, has 


been conducting an exploratory 
program in the area for three 
years. Block said Caland will con- 
tinue as a Canadian operation and

Steep Rock Lake is 140 miles 


west of Port Arthur, Canada, on 
the main line of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railway between Port Ar- 
thur and Winnipeg. Block said the 
ore will be loaded at Port Arthur, 
adding, "This port is 120 miles 
nearer our steel mills at Indiana 
Harbor, Indiana, than Superior, 
Wisconsin, shipping point for Mesa- 
bi Range ore, which will result in 
saving' almost a day in each round 
trip."
